The woman, so the negroes re- 
ported, called at some of the houses and 
chatted as if she was paying a social 
visit. She disappeared, only to call at 
the same houses the next day. This went 
on for more than two weeks, when the 
negroes reported the matter to Officer 
Wells. 

On some occasions, so the officer was 
informed, the woman had _ plenty” of 
money; and later she would ask loans 
from the negroes. 

In some way the mysterious woman 
ascertained that the police officer was 
trying to find her and she slipped away 
one afternoon when she heard he was 
coming, and she has not been seen since, 

Saturday afternoon she was again on 
Railroad street, dressed as if she was 
going to a reception. She visited three or 
four of the negro houses and asked a 
woman to lend her 10 cents. Friday she 
had been seen with a large roll of money 
in her hand.

It is probable that there will be no 
special election to fill the place of Dr, J. 
D. ‘Turner, resigned, on the aldermanic 
board. Dr. Turner sent in his resignation 
at the last meeting of council to go into 
effect October 1st, or five days before the 
regular fall primary. ; 

It was the idea of some to have a spe- 
cial election called at the same time of 
the primary to choose a successor, but in- 
dications do not point this way. Mayor 
Woodward has the determination of the 
matter in his own hands, and he believes 
a special election would be too costly on 
the city at this time. 

The regular election occurs in Decem- 
ber. The plan is to leave Dr. Turner's 
seat vacant from October Ist until the 
December election, only a little over two 
months, or four council meetings. The 
nominee could be chosen at the regular 
October primary,-to be sworn in as svon 
as elected in December. 

In speaking of this plan last 
Mayor Woodward said: 

“Tl am very strongly inclined towards 
that idea. I shall consult with the city 
attorney tomorrow to ascertain whether 
there would be any legal objections i 
have looked over the code myself, and 
find no law on the subject, except that 
ten days’ notice of the election shall be 
given.

SUIT AGAINST THE |BANTAM’S FIGHT 


CENTRAL UP TODAY 


Case Will Be Heard at Last Before 
Judge Hart at 10 O’Slock. 


EVIDENCE IS ALL WRITTEN 


Hard ‘Fight Will Be Made by the 
Counsel for Eatonton, Ga. 


SUPREME COURT MUST DECIDE CASE 


_———— 


Whatever the Decision of Judge Hart 
May Be, the Case Will Be Ap- 
pealed to Higher Court. 


The suit of the state against the Cen- 
tral Railroad Company for alleged viola- 
tion of the constitution will be heard be- 
fore Judge Hart, of the Ocmulgee circult, 
at the state ca ditol this morning. 

The hearing will take place in the su- 
treme court, and, since the evidence has 
been reduced entirely to writing, it is be- 
lieved a conclusion of the case wiil be 
reached before the middle of tha week. 
Two postponements have already been 
agreed to, and there is every indication 
that attorneys for both sides will be sat- 
istied to carry the suit to a conclusion. 

The attorneys of the people of Eaton- 
ton, Ga., upon whose petition Governor 
Candler ordered suit brought against the 
Central, will be on hand, and are expected 
to make a determined fight to annul the 
contract. by which the Central obtained 
control of the Eatonton Branch road, 
which act they claim lessened and de- 
feated compet{tion. 

The paragraph of the constitution on 
Which suit has been brougnt in the name 
of the state is as follows: 

“The gencral assembly shall have no 
power to authorize any agreement what- 
ever with any corporation which may 
have the effect or be intended to heave 
the effect to dfat or issn competition in 
their respective businesses or to encour- 
age monopoly; and all such contracts and 
agreements shall be illegal and void." 

It is urged by the attorneys for the peo- 
ple of Eatonton that there can be no 
question but that before the deal made 
by the Central it was in direct compe- 
tition with the Eatonton Branch road and 
the extension to Covington. It is claimed, 
further, that the evidence will show seri- 
ous injury to the town of Eatonton as the 
direct result of that contract; that not 
only did rates increase, but a large num- 
ber of people in the town were thrown 
cut of employment, and that certain in- 
dustries were destroyed by the alleged 
illegal contract.

NEW PUPILS WILL 
BE SEATED TODAY 


Many To Be Accommedated by Trans- 
fer System. | 


DISTRICT , LINES ABOLISHED 


All Vacancies Existing in School 
Will Be Filled. 


NO CHANGES FOR THOSE SEATED 


A Majority of the 415 Children Seek- 
ing Admission to Schools May 
Be Accommodated Today. 


Beginning this morning, the old plan of 
transfers will again be established in the 
public school system, for the purpose of 
accommodating a large number of chil- 
dren who hold tickets of admission, but 
who have been kept opt of school on ac- 
count of the fact that there were no va- 
fancies in the schools in their districts. 

This plan will apply to new pupils only, 
and those already seated will not be dis- 
turbed. Those who have tickets can, by 
applying at the superintendent's office 
today, secure transfers to schools where 
there are vacant seats. 

Superintendent W. F. Slaton has a care- 
fully prepared schedule showing the va- 
cancies in certain g:ades in all the schools, 
and these seats will be filled by new pu- 
pils seeking admission. 

At present there are 415 white children 
applying for accommodation in the city 
schools, and under the transfer system it 


is estimated that a majority of these will - 


be supplied with seats. The negro 
schools are so badly crowded that it will 
probably not be found possible to make 
any arrangements fo¢ the benefit of the 
colored children now out of school. 

The transfer plan was first put in op- 
eration last year, and all the children who 
had made application for seats were ac- 
commodated before Christmas. During a 
term there are-many children who for 
various causes drop entirely out of school, 
and in consequence @ number of new ones 
secure seats during the year. 

The grades that are the worst crowded 
are the lower ones and a majority of the 
applications that have been made have 
been for seats in the first, second and 
third grades. The primary departments 
have always been crowded and it is ex- 
pected that all children who will not be 
able to find accommodation will be those 
who are entering the public school sys- 
tem for the first time. 

Had the board of education been sup- 
pied with sufficient funds this year, addi- 
tional rooms might have been rented in 
the districts where there was the greatest 
demand for seats, and in this way a large 
nimber of pupils might have been ac- 
rommodated. 

The building fund of the board ts prac- 
ically exhausted this year, and the board 
cannot, therefore, incur any expense 
which may not be met. It is expected 
that next year something will be done in 
the matter of making arrangements for 
this influx of new pupils, and additional 
rooms may be built at nearly all of the 
schools.

This eagerness to defend the nest has 
its advantages so far as the observer is 
concernel, By it he {s guided to the very 
spot and finds that of which he was in 
search; but to make the discovery valu- 
able, infinite patience and tact are re- 
quired. The bird’s confidence is to be 
gained, and this ig not a matter of an 
hour or of a day. Let the mere fact of 
locating a nest be sufficient at the time 
Return the next day very carefully and 
approach a little nearer. Make no dem- 
onstration, and if possible keep your 
hands behind you. The third day you 
will find your presence creates less com- 
motion, and on the fourth or fifth the 
birds will be satisfied that you mean no 
harm. Then studying the habits of the 
birds whose home you have found be- 
comes comparatively easy. 

The interest centering about a nest of 
young birds increases as the day of the 
brood’s departure draws near. The p*?r- 
ents are very anxious; and well they 
may be, for their incessant chattering, 
as if giving the brood endless instruc. 
tions, attracts a good many unwelcome 
visitors. The young birds are very apt 
to reach the ground in their attempt to 
fly from branch to branch of a tree, and 
generally there is a cat ready to make a 
fatal spring, if the nest is near the ho 1se, 
or a snake, weasel or crow is on the alert 
if the nest {is far afield.
